Through good years and bad, air 
mileage has .steadily increased. 
What the limits of this progress 
will be no one can now foresee, 
but as progress continues there is 
certain to be a constant increase in 
the need for skilled men on the 
dying delds and in the factories 
where the planes and engines arc 
conatructed. Few lines of work seem 
to offer better opportunities to the 
young man starting on his career. 

To be an aviation technician re¬ 
quires both experience and techni¬ 
cal knowledge. License require¬ 
ments and other government regu¬ 
lations have made it impossible for 
any but highly skilled men to suc¬ 
ceed. These requirements, however, 
have broaden^ the opportunities 
for the young man willing to work, 
to study and to learn. 

The most direct start toward suc¬ 
cess in this field would be ^tting 
a job as a helper or apprentice in a 

E lant where planes or engines are 
uUt, or in a shop at a dying field. 
If this is impracticable, the young 
man can get a start toward the ulti¬ 
mate goal by obtaining a similar , 
job in a shop where almost any type | 
of high-speed internal combiution ; 
en^ina is built, assembled, or re- 
osired. j

its hand on tlie valve of oil wells. 

President Roosevelt apparently was 
not much concerned over tlie Supreme 
court ilecIsloD which invalidated that 
part of the recovery act. giving the 
Clilef Executive authority to allow or 
prohibit Interstate movement of oil as 
It decided best. The President ap. 
peared to feel, in respcndlng to ques 
tlons by news correspendents, that the 
rebuff was only temporary. He an¬ 
nounced at that time a determination 
to control oil production in one way 
or another to avoid what lie describes 
as a criminal waste of a great natural 
resource. 

The oil case, the Suitreme court de¬ 
cided, hud its origin in regulations and 
executive orders issued under Wliat the 
administration believed tn be authority 
accorded by tlie recovery act. Those 
reguiutions and ordeis prescribeil 
quotiis allowed to be siiipped from eucli 
of tlie several oil producing states. 
The motivuling spirit was a desire tu 
avoid uccuuiulation of a vast surtilus 
of crude oil with the consequent de¬ 
pressing of prices until crude oil was 
worth little or mithliig. Rut, like many 
Ollier prohibitory laws and rules of 
conduct, iudividiials resented being told 
they could not do a certain thing and 
liMiiiediiitely began tu devise ways by 
w liicli it could he dune—a cliaracterla- 
tlu that was develu|ied tu its fullesi 
during the bootleg days of nutluuul 
pruhlbitiuu, Tlie oil that was moved 
surreptiously came tu be known ua "hui 
oil," and the controversy over the va 
lldlty of the regulaliuns ami executive 
orders consequeutly was called the 
"but oil" case.
